Memorandum on the probable amount of rain 
and snow in northwest India in January, 
February and March 1947. 

It is possible in some years to form a rough 
estimate of the probable amount of winter pre- 
cipitation in north-west India during January 
to March from certain antecedent atmospheric 
conditions in different parts of Urn globe. Tho 
factors which act as guides iu this matter are, 
in the order of decreasing reliability, the 
following 

(i) December rain in the western region 

comprising Kashmir, the North-West 

Frontier Province, Baluchistan and Iran. 

(ii) Mean pressure i n December in South 

America. 


(iii) December rain at Port Blair. 

(iv) The westerly component of the up- 
per winds at Agra at a height of 3 to 5 miles, 
(September second half and October first 
half). 

Information regarding item (iii) has not 
been available from 1942 and hence the follow- 
ing inferences are based on a formula with tho 
other three factors only. 

2. Division “ North-west India ”, 

In this memorandum northwest India is 
taken to consist of the western Himalayas, the 
United Provinces, the Punjab, the North-West 
Frontier Province, Sind, Rajputana and Guja- 
rat. In as much, however, as the rainfall in 
March in the United Provinces is said to be 
prejudicial rather than favourable to Ihe 
crops, this rainfall is not taken into considera- 
tion. 

3. Data. 

The relevant data for the present season 
are : — - 

(i) The conditions in Iran and north-west 
India.- — The total rainfall in Iran, Baluchistan, 
the North-West Frontier Province and Kash- 
mir was in slight defect in December, Snow- 
fall in the western Himalayas in Decembor 
was slightly above normal. 

(ii) South American Pressure. — Pressure 
was 0.8 mm. below normal in December. 

(iii) The high-level winds over northern 
India.— The westerly component of the up- 
per winds was very weak at Agra. 

4. Conclusion. 

Of the above factors, western rain is slightly 
unfavourable and the remaining two factors 
are very unfavourable. 

This year all the three factors are unfavour- 
able and indicate that the winter rainfall and 
snowfall (combined) in northwest India for 
tho period January to March 1947 will be be- 
low average.

Selection of candidates for the poat-1945 
vacancies in the Central Superior Services (ex- 
cluding Ministerial Services) reserved for 
candidates in the Forces, within normal age 
limits. 

Regulations. 

The Government of India have decided to 
reserve for men in the Forces a certain percen- 
tage of vacancies arising in the various Central 
Services during the years 1946 and 1947. The 
following regulations govern the recruitment 
to these reserved vacancies. The services for 
which recruitment will be made are given in 
the annexed schedules. 

1. Candidates must have served in the Armed 
Forces between Ord September 1939 and 15th 
August 1945. Candidates with war service 
other than service in the Armed Forces are not 
eligible for this recruitment. 

2. The numbor of vacancies in each service 
is not known at present and will be announced 
later. 

3. The scales of pay for the various Services 
will depend on the report of the Pay Commis- 
sion. These scales and conditions of service 
(including pension) will be intimated to selected 
candidates when offers of appointment are 
made. 

4 . Age limits. — Candidates must have attain°d 
the age of 20 and must not have attained the 
age of 25 on 1st August 1946 i.e., they must 
have been born not earlier than 2nd August 1921 
and not later than 1st August 1926. These age 
limits will in no case be relaxed except that the 
maximum age limit will be relaxed by three 
years in favour of Scheduled Caste candidates. 
[“ .Scheduled Castes ” means any of the 
castes mentioned in the Government of India 
(Scheduled Castes) Order, 1936], No age 
concession will be allowed either on account of 
war service or to Government servants. 

5. Educational qualifications. — The educa- 
tional qualifications required for the various 


services are given in the annexed schedules. 
These requirements will in no circumstances be 
waived. 

6. Domicile. — A candidate must be a male 
(vide note below) and either : — (a) A British 
subject of Indian domicile or descent, or (b) & 
Ruler or a subject of an Indian State, or a 
native of a tribal area or territory adjacent to 
India who has obtained a declaration in his 
favour under section 262 of the Government 
of India Act, 1935, from the appropriate 
authority. 

Note ■ — As an exception to this Regulation 
women candidates are eligible for the Postal 
Superintendents, Class II Service provided they 
are unmarried or widows without encumbrances, 
and on condition that, if selected and ap- 
pointed, they must resign on marriage or re- 
marriage. 

7. Reservation in favour of communities . — 
The communal rules in force regarding the re- 
presentation of minority communities in the 
services vvill apply to this recruitment. 

8. Physical fitness . — Appointments will be 
made subject to the usual medical examination 
for physical fitness for the services concerned. 

9. Character. — A candidate’s character must 
bo such as to qualify him for employment and 
he must be in all respects suitable for appoint- 
ment to the Sorviee or Services for which he iB 
a candidate. 

10. Any dispute about the interpretation of 
these rules will be decided by the Federal 
Public Service Commission whose decision shall 
be final. Any question regarding the seniority, 
fixation of pay, etc., of a candidate recruited 
under these Regulations will be decided by 
Government. 

11. General, — Any further information may 
be obtain -r] from the Secretary, Federal Pub- 
lic Service Commission, Kennedy House Annexe, 
Simla. 

Note : — While every attempt has been made 
to ensure the accuracy of the details contained 
in this pamphlet, nothing in this pamphlet shall 
be held to supersede any decision or order of 
Government with which it may be at variance.
